operated by the city for nearly ten 
years, and every year the city has se ­ 
cured some revenue from 
it.

held. 
Mr. W arner stated that it was a well 
known fact, as in all communities where 
the lumbering interests had prevailed, 
that it was somewhat harder to get the 
man in quest of land to come in than it 
is other communities. The result is that 
the man who seeks land in a locality of 
this kind is most generally a man who 
has but limited capital: a man who is
